A well inforracl. and very candid corretpun. 
b ill of youn, whose lignatuic 1 forget, while 
approvinn of the genital idea of the con.trtic- 
tion of a r»ilrrjad fmm Melbourne to the Hume 
lliver, ti of opinion (hat hone power would 
be much cheaper on auch a road than ateam* 
power, and that a railroad for horae- power 
might he carried over intervening hilli instead 
ot pursuing in aoioe cjtaei n much moru 
circuitous coune around them. I confea*, 
however, I cannot agree with him for tha 
following reuunt:—
